It means merely 
that as the biggest power on this con- 
tinent we remain steadfastly true to 

— — first formulated under 
the Presidency of Monroe, through 
John Quincy Adama, the principle that 
this continent must not be treated as 
a subject for political colonization by 
any European power. As I say, that 
is not an aggressive doctrine. It is a 
doctrine of peace; a doctrine of defense, 
a doctrine to secure the chance on this 
continent for the United States here 
to develop peaceably along their own 
lines, 

“Now we have formulated that doc- 
trine. If our formulation consists sim- 
ply of statements on the stump or 
on paper, they are not worth the breath 
that utters them, or the paper on 
which they are written. Remember 
that the Monroe doctrine will be re- 
spected as long as we have a firet- 
class, eMcient navy, and not very much 


longer. In private life he who asererts 
something says what he is going to 
do and does not back it up, always 


a contemptible creature, and as a na- 
tion the jart ing we can afford to do 
do take on whien we do not 
intend to try to make a Brag- 
ging and boasting in priv 
almost always the signs of a weak 
man, and a nation that is strong 
does not need to have its public men 
boast or brag on its account. Least 
of all does a self-respecting nation wish 
its public representatives to threaten 
or menace or insult another power. 
Our attitude toward all powers mus 
be one of such dignified courtesy ans 
respect as we intend that they shail 
show us in return. 

“We must be willing to give the 
friendly regard that we expect from 
them.

HE NEXT HOUSE. 

There is naturally a great deal 
of interest at this time, throughout the 
country, as to the political complexion 
of the next House of Representatives. 
Both sides are claiming much, and the 
professlon nl! “figgerers” of each party 
are able to show, to their own pro- 
fessed satisfaction, that victory is 
morally certain to perch upon the ban- 
ners to which they respectively profess 
allegiance. But it must be admitted, 
in candor, after all fs said, that the 
outcome is a decidedly uncertain quan- 
tity, with the chances apparently fa- 
voring the Republican side. This is 
the view taken by Chairman Babcock, 
of the Republican Congressional Com- 
mittee, who is quoted in a recent in- 
terview as saying: 

“I helieve the Republican party wil! 
sueceed and elect a majority of the 
next House; but we must not forget 
that since Gen. Grant's term in office 
the Republicans have succeeded only 
once in electing a Congress in harmony 
with the administration, and that was 
in 1898. The general state of prosperity 
ja such that the people are busy, and, 
having confidence in the Republican 
administration, take it for granted 
that the Fifty-eighth Congress will be 
Republican, and overlook the fact, that 
there are about one hundred southern 
districts, solidly Democratic, in which 
experience has taught us the futility 
of attempting to make a campaign, and 
in many of which Republican voters 
are either disfranchised or a free bal- 
lot and a fair count denied, so that we 
must win 70 per cent. of the debat- 
able districts in order to secure a bare 
majority of the Fifty-eighth Congress, 
and must carry 75 per cent. of the de- 
batable districts in order to have a 
safe working majority.” 

It is a state of affairs far from cred- 
itable to the southern section of the 
country that there are practically no 
debatable Congress districts in that 
section. There are at least two 
sides to every question, and if public 
opinion were such, in the South, as to 
encourage free and fair discussion of 
public questions, there would be divi- 
sions on political lines there, as in the 
North. We are confronted for the 
present, however, by a condition, not 
a theory, and the Republicans will 
have to make the best fight they can 
make under the circumstances. They 
have won in the past, under these ad- 
verse conditions, and they can prob- 
ably win again, by determined and 
united work, 

The record of the Republican parfy 
in Congress, and in administrative af- 
fairs, during the past few years, ought 
certainly to count heavily with the 
people of the great States in which 
Congress districts are debatable 
ground.

As a show of strength of the Typo- 
graphical Union, yesterday's parade 
was a failure, There were 148 printers 
marching in the procession, and these 
represented only thirty-two printing 
offices of the city. There are ninefy- 
six printing offices In the city, and the 
official roster tesued by the Typo- 
phical Unten on August 20 shows 
only thirty-two offices entitled to use 
the union label, or sixty-four offices 
not dominated by the union, Of these 
union offices, it is known that five or 
six are union offices only nomfinairy, 
being establishments where only part 
unton forces are employed, or one-man 
concerns, where the proprietor himeeif 
is the whole thing. 

Therefore, a “demonstration of na- 
tional interest it could ecarcely be 
called without straining a point or 
two. The ultimatum of appearing in 
the parade of a fine of $5 brought out 
the unton’s full strentgh.

A CREDITABLE RECORD. 

The increased excelience in army ad- 

ministration affairs is shown by the 


record of one department during the 
Spanish War, as compared with the 
same department during the Civil 


War, and that is the Pay Department. 
During the Civil War the cost of pay- 
ing the army—that 18, transporting the 
money, distributing it, standing de- 
(alcations and captures by the enemy 
and everything—was three-fourths of 
1 per cent. on all of the money paid 
to the army during that war. Of this 
amount. between two and three mil- 
tions of dollars were stolen by pay 
vfficers. in the Spanish War the 
vtory is quite different. Not a dollar of 
the millions id out in Cuba, Porto 
Rico, the Philippines and the United 
-Btates, was stolen by pay officers. 
There has not been a defaication, great 
vr small, in the army since the out- 
break of the Spanish War in 1498, and 
in that time the pay offiéers have 
handied immense sume of money. Not 
a dollar has been captured by the 
enemy, or jost In transportation. The 
records the pay department are 
absolutely perfect to the last penny, 
und the cost of paying out this great 
sum of money, some of it sent to the 
far corners of the earth, has been 
ubout one-twenty-fifth of 1 per cent., 
or about the percentage that it costs 
a national bank to handle money in 
tts institution and by mail, sending 
it comparatively short distances. The 
pay department of the army belleves 
that this is a record in the handli 
of money that has never been equal 

any government, or by any finan-

Tom Murphy Turns Down 

The California Leg- 

islature. 

Tom Murphy, the old sailor 
who runs the county jail, had 
to make a splice yesterday on 
the most idiotic law that even 
a California legislature ever 
‘turned out. | 

Tom had consulted the law- 
yers and they didn’t know what 
to do, so he became deeply dis- 
gusted. 

“Law is all right to talk about 
in the fo'castle, but "taint worth 
a whoop abaft the mainmast,” 
said the jailor. , 

This particular law is one 
that might have been manufac- 
tured by the crazy king in “Alice 
in Wonderland.” It provides 
that all prisoners must be re- 
leased from jails, not on the day 
their sentences expire, but on the 
Monday preceding. If a man, 
for instance, is sent to jail on 
Saturday to serve five days, he 
must be released on Monday 
after be has only served two 
days of his time. 

Yesterday a complication 
arose which made it literally 
impossible to carry out the pro- 
visions of tho law. It is pro- 
vided that prisoners must not 
be released on any Monday 
within four days of a legal hol- 
iday.

CORRECT POSITION OF SPINE. 

One of the most important factors 
in the proper pose of the body is the 
decuring a right position of the 
spine. If this is correct the rest of the

body takes care of 


itself very natne 
rally. For example, the shoulders are 
not much related to good carriage. 
They are on the body, but are not a 


part of it. If the spine is in good po- 
sition the shoulders naturally hang 
where they ought to. They are very 
like a sign suspended from a — 
with a rod to hold it away from the 
building. The collar bone acts us the 
red to keep the shoulders from swing- 
ing in against the trunk, and the great 
muscles of the upper back hold it up 
so that it swings clear of the body. 
This clear swinging is necessary to the 
freedom and activity the shoulders. 
Again, if the neck is in good position 
the head takes care of itself. What is 
important ia that the position of the 
neck shall be right» rather than that 
the head shall be on the neck In good 
position. If the back is in good posi- 
tion the abdomen wilf take care of it- 
self. It is true that in a person of un- 
usual weight the conscious effort to 
hold in the abdomen helps to hold the 
back itself in good position. The most 
useful single direction, which so far as 
the writer knows. was first used by 
Robert J. Robert of Boston, is to press 
the neck against the collar of the coat.

SOME SIMPLE EXERCISES. 

Two or three simple exercises which 
will be useful are the following: Stand 
in the best position possible, as in cut 
No. 3, but with the arms straight out 
at the side; take a deep breath and 
make circles with the arms, about a 
foot in diameter. Five circles will do 
at first, then drop the arms and rest a 
few seconds, Repeat this five times 
night and morning. Add one circle to 
each series every day for a week. Let 
the circles be more behind than in 
front of the body. They must be done 
rapidly, otherwise there is little exer- 
cise to them. This exercise will 
strengthen both shoulders, back and 
waist. For those who are fat the sec- 
ond exercise is suggested, which is, 
while standing in this good position to 
vigorously draw the abdomen in as far 

* possible. Hold it there a moment 
Ave. tit out again. Repeat this ten 
nes the first day and increase it un- 
tt re can be done fifty times night and 
morning. Then every time one thinks 
of it during the day, withdraw the ab- 
domen vigorously. This will etrengthen 
the muscles which hold it in place.

The State Normal School opened 
yesterday, or, rather, began its regis- 
tration and entries. About seventy- 
five new names were added to the roll, 
and when the full complement of t 
institution is in, it is expected tha 
there will be about 900 students. When 
the opening date was set, some 
months ago, President Pierce was not 
aware that he had chosen a 
holiday, and the registration probab! 
account. 
to 
decrease the early attendance of the 
school, is the apparent impression 
that entrance requirements have been 
raised to the college standard this year. 
Many of the prospective students 
came to the institution, laboring un- 
der this delusion. The grade will be 
raised in 1906, but not before. 

Many new features will be intro- 
duced this year, principal among them 


4 being the manual training and domes- 


tic science departments, which have 
been fully equipped, and will be ready 
for service n a few ys. Beginning 
Wednesday, hot lunches will be 
served in the building at cost, thus 
saving the students from the old ter- 
rors of the cold hand-out,” or from 
going down town in the short noon 
hour. The new library department of 
the Building has also been finished, 
and is beautifully decorated. 
Dr. Hall of Columbia University, 
who was elected to take the place of 
Prof. James, resigned, has suddenly 
telegraphed that he will not be able 
to take up his work with the local in- 
stitution this year. President Pierce 
has in mind for the chair Prof. Keith 
of. Harvard, now connected with the 
Illinois State Normal, or Dr. Small 
ef Clark University. Prof. Pierce has 
been empowered to choose either of 
these men, and it Is expected that the 
choice will be made in a few days. 
The local faculty is highly agrati- 
fied over the good showing made in 
the outside world by last year's grad- 
nate So far as is known, not one
